Mr. Frank B. Kellogg, former 
U, S. Seeretary of State, co-author 
of the Kellogg Pact for the renun- 
ciation of War as an instrument of 
national policy, has been awarded 
the Nobel Pence Prize for 1929, 

The Prize for 19380 has been 
awarded to Nathan  Soederblom, 
the Archbishop of Upsala, who has 
worked hard both during and since 
the war in the interests of a re- 
conciliation of the belligerent coun- 
tries. One of his specias aims 
has been to bring about closer re- 
lations between the evangelical 
churches of all nations, and he has 
done yeoman service jn that direet- 
tion. : = 

The Archbishop, who has. held 
the highest position in the Swedish 
Church since 1914, has received 
honorary deyrees from the Uni- 
versitics of‘ Oxford, Glasgow, St. 
Andrew's «Geneva, Upsila, Oslo 
and Greifawald.—Reuter and LBS.

HALF TOWNSHIP 
DESTROYED. 


_ LANTERN PROCESSION ENDS 
IN CATASTROPHE. 


FUKIEN CALAMITY. 


The most destructivo - fire 
. occurring in Fukien Province 
for more than a decade has 
made a veritable shambles of 
more than half the flourish- 
ing township of Hankiang, 
in the Hinghwafu District, 
according to messages from 
Chinese sources this morning. . 
The outbreak occurred on 
Sunday last, the fire raging: un- 
checked all through the night 
and for many hours on Monday,’ 
sweeping from-street to strect 
as a result of a high' wind, and 
destroying over five hundred - 
buildings, including a great part 
of the principal business aren, 


Hundreds Homeless. 


More than two thousand people 
have been rendered homoless by 
the conflagration, but ald is being 
rendered—by- the Chief ‘Magistrate 
of Hinghwafu, while temporary 
accommodation is boing afforded 
by crowding a ‘large number into 
a achoo! which escaped the blaze, 

Tho damage to property alone ig 
estimated to exceed $5,000,000 In 
value, and together with. the: 
heavy — losses 
suffered in the buainess area, 
and the lossés of personal pro- 
porty, the conflagration ‘must have: 
cost the township, more than $10,- ' 
000,000, os

The Rev, Mr. Knight Anstey's 
apecch ato the league of Nations 
Union meeting, sounding the cull 
of the new order, was a remarkably 
persuasive effort and should do 
much ta provide a congenial at- 
mosphere for the movement he so 
warmly advocated. The tinge of 
idealism was of the kind which 
may very well become the  com- 
mon aim of to-morrow, — though 
how soon that very desirable 
morrow will reveal its onset 
it is impossible to foretell, 
At present the bread problems of 
human society ure only vaguely 
perceived, In fact, Mr. Knight 
Anstey Was on somewhat danger- 
ous ground in closely associating 
the Lengue of Nations, as at pre- 
gent constituted, with the recogni- 
tion by the enlightened of the creed 
of the solidarity of the human race 
rather than of even the most ex- 
salted conception .of — national- 
ism. The one genuine griticism 
of the League to-day ia that 
it is a dengue of governments 
rather than peoples, that national- 
ism, instead of being subordinated, 
is a dominating factor in its coun- 
cils. In justice, it may be conced- 
ed that the League has yet to reach 
its full maturity, that ultimately 
the old diplomacy may be beaten 
into surrender, that the force of 
public opinion, directed by such 
organisations throughout the world 
as that formed in Hongkong on 
Wednesday, will lead to a change 
jn the present order.’ And there 
must be a change if “Inter-Human- 
ism,” “Universalism” or to get 
immediately to the real end, “world 
federation,” is to obtain a foothald. 
War is the game of © governments, 
aguressive foreign offices, imperi- 
alist die-hards; they cannot be 
trusted with the cause of world 
peace. Until the spirit which, 
prior to the war, led to the exalta- 
tion‘ of national sovereignty to a 
point almost of delfication  {s- re- 
placed by an effective will towarda 
human. brotherhood, world — peace 
can never be assured.”

or the Palais de Danse?” 

Not wishing to incense 60 
formidable a lndy—have you ever 
tried to argue with na nursing 
home matron?—I meekly romark- 
ed that I had in mind a happy 
mean between the —_ existing 
monotony and the possible live- 
linesa, und 1 proceeded to outline 
my ideas to a running chorus of 
disapproval and such comments 
as, “You will have the whole pro- 
fersion down upon you.” 


Too Inquisitive. 


Now aa I have just been nine 
weeks in a nursing home] can 
claim some familiarity with my 
subject, and what } have to say, 1 
am sure, Will find endorsement on 
the part of many invalids, 

It is, of course, essential that 
a nursing home should be quict. 
A very sick man. craves’ to be 
spared all noise, But the inmates 
include not only the very sick 
but those who are xetting better, 
who, in fact, are on the high road 
to convalescence. Do they de- 
serve no consideration? 

Nothing, I suggest, jis more 
desolating to the normally very 
active person who is recovering 
from a serious illness than the 
deadly dull anmaness of the place 
where he is being nursed back to 
health, the snmeness that extends 
to the food, the routine, the’ visit- 
ing hours, the people who come 
and go—other Inmutes’ visitors, 
tradesmen, the postman, the 
telegraph boy. 

Even the arrival of a new 
“crock” is an enlivening event to 
stir up thought; only — the rules 
of the nursing home forbid any 
discussion about fellow-sufferers, 
and I was ‘sharply “ticked off” for 
being ton inquisitive because I 
ventured to ask who my nelgh- 
bours were. 

I told the doctor, thant I was 
bored, but so far from: receiving 
any sympathy from him, ho re- 
torted that he had heard from 
the matron that I was restiess 
and that my business “was to be- 
come a vegetable—a_— thrilling 
prospect which did not add to my 
appetite. os 

I must say that I was especial- 
ly favoured, The matron allowed 
me to listen to her wireless, But 
you can jive too much of wire- 
less’ music, and the lectures and 
most of the female - vaudeville 
artists with their pseudo soprano 
voices gave me “the pip.” 

Greatly daring: | ventured to 
hint that a portable cinema would 
interest.me, that I could ‘find 
umusement in a news reel and in 
the .Intest Greta Garbo-ism. 

When the matron had fully re- 
covered from the shock, ahe gave 
me what she ecnlled “a piece of 
her mind.”

ATTACK ON SIHANSI. 


Nanking, Nov. 27. 

An important decision by, the 
Nanking Government to resume 
military operations on the Shansi 
frontier und so force the immediate 
retirement of Marshal Yen Hsi- 
shaun and Marshal Feng Yu-hsiang 
has been announced, 


It is understood that white Nan- 
kKinge aeroplanes at Chengchow have 
been instructed to proceed again to 
Taiyuanfu, to bombard the capital 
‘of Shansi Province, s Nattonalist 
Division, under General Kuo Chu- 
tung, in southern Shenai, has been 
commissioned to attack the Shansi 
boarder. The Manchurian forces 
co-operating with Nanking will at- 
tack from nerthern Shansl, The 
war Ja expected to commence next 
week. ‘if Marshal Yen fails to leave 
China by that time. 

Chengchow messages state that 
fwe Nanking aviators, while hamneh. 
fogs an werind’ raid against Thiyuan- 
froeurly this week, were wounded 
by Shansi machine-guns mounted 
ona Shanal plane, The two wend. 
ed pilots) managed to return to 
Chengchow despite their wounds, 

Vaiyunnfu Conditions, 
Peking, Nov, 27, 

A report fram Taiyuanfu states 
that the city haa been raided 
four days in succession, from 
Nov, 21 te 24, but the damage has 
been slight. The people have 
learned to take cover, so there 
have been no deatha and only a 
few have been slightly injured. 

Taiyuanfu is like a city of the 
dead. he shops are not opening 
before dark. It is believed at 
Taiyuanfu that Yen Hai-shan will 
be leaving wery shortly for 
Russia 

Soldiers in South Shansi are 
atated lo be somewhat out of 
hand, committing looting, while 
the magistrates have abundoned 
some distrirts. « 

Feng's Future. 

According to Chinese reports, 
Feng Yuehaiang, accompanied by 
a small party of attendants, left 
the Shansi village where he had 
been residing, golug northwards, 
on November 25. travelling by 
motor, It is reported that he has

Tho im- 
mediante problem is for a solution 
In South Wales, and the Natfonal 
Wages ‘Board will to-day hear an 
appeal.from thls arca, where the 
ewners huve posted notices of 
wago reductions to take effect on 
Monday. 

A miners’ delegate conference 
will -be held to-morrow, and it is 
suggested in some quarters that 
it will be asked to consider a pro- 
posal to ucquiesce in the spread- 
ever of hours gr the postpone- 
ment of nu: shorter worklng dny 
until the marketing schemes are 
in operation. 

Meanwhile, the Central Council 
of the Coal Marketing Schenie, 
on which the coaluwners of every 
producing district aro represented, 
have met to determine the ton- 
nage of production which shall be 
nllocated to every district for the 
first quarter of 1931, and have 
decided that in view of the reduced 
demand for coal the figures of 
maximum output to be produced 
in various districts must be drasti- 
ently reduced below those of the 
corresponding period of the pre- 
sentyear. These figures are being 
communicated to the  Diatrict 
Executive Boards, so that alloca- 
tiony may be made by them among 
the individual collieries. Ayree- 
ment was reached without — re- 
course to the arbitration pro- 
vedure which the scheme provides.

The Preparatory Disarmament 
Commission to-day adopted tha 
Article of tho Draft Convention | 
providing for the establishment at 
Geneva of a Permanent Dissrma- 
ment Commission for the purpose 
of secing that the Convention is 
curried out, © 

Tho members of this special 
body would not sit as the ropre- 
sentatives of their respectlve Gov- 
ernment.—Reuter.  -- 

London, Nov. 27. 

As regards the “watching” 
commission, arrecd to nt Geneva, 
Lord Cecil stated that he attached 
the very highest importance to the 
crention of this body. Its institu. 
tion would be an immense step 
towards the organization of a 
reduction and Imitation of arm- 
aments, It would menn there 
woukl be at Geneva a permanent 
body always studying the question 
and alwaya watching over the 
execution of whatevor conventions 
might be agreed upon. _ Briefly 
stated, the scheme is as followa: 

The Governments shall appoint 
members to this permanent com- 
mission, not as thetr representa- 
tives but in respect of their 
qualifications for the duties of 
following the execution of the 
proposed disarmament convention, 
The commission would mect an- 
nunlly, or if any apecial necessity 
arises, more frequently. Every 
yenr jt would make at least one 
report to be submitted — to the 
League Council and to all states 
who are sijnatorien of the conven- 
tion, 

A New Provision. 

The Commission yeaterdny de- 
vided by 25 vutes against the 
aingle vote of Russia to include 
an Artiele enabling a signatory: 
State temporarily to derogate from 
the provisions of the disarmament 
convention if “a change of cir- | 
cumstances canstitutes om menace 
to its national security.” It was 
pointed out that the purpose of 
this article was not to enable the 
signntorics to “avoid obligations, 
but to provide for exceptional cir- 
cumstances Which it was hoped 
would never arise, :
